the boys are fed good, plenty of it. \Ve 
have good warm clothing and shoes. 
The.most of the Huns that I saw were 
poorly fed and clothed. Many of their. 
prisoner* had wounds that they Jiad 
rectlve'd a week or more previous to 
their capture. They even had womiMi 
in uniforms operating machine guns.

Madison, Wis.. Sept. 21.—No actual 


appropriation will be needed by the 
University of Wisconsin for the stu- 
dent army training corps. 
A special 


session of .the legislature -which will 
be convened here Tuesday noon, Sept. 
"4 will be asked to pass a law giving 
the 
University 
of 
Wisconsin 
the 


authority to use its present funds for 
the training of students in the stu- 
dents army training- corps, until such 
funds can be returned by the federal 
government. 
This plan will necessi- 
tate no expenditure of money on the 
part of the state, and will simply per- 
mit the university to use its present 
funds for student army training corps 
purposes. 
The situation with

The last circus to show there was the 
Adam Forepaugrh show in 1S97. 
For 
a number of years the Barnum and 
Bailey and Forepaugh shows had al- 
ternated in using the lot. With the es- 
tablishing of the big retail district in 
the vicinity considerable opposition to
